ULowell Expansion Begins at Mills

Last week. Governor Weld 
announced as part of his budget 
package that instate students 
should pay 33% of the cost of 
their education. At the moment, 
ULowell students are paying 
more than 33% but students at 
other states schools such as 
UMass Amherst, UMass Boston 
and SMU are not. President 
Hogan is hoping that this dis- 
:repancy will force Weld and 
his new administration to look 
at the university system school 
by school and not just as a sys¬ 
tem. “Historically, compared to 
Amherst and others, ULowell 
“as always been underfunded.” 

President Hogan also 
relieves that it may be time to 
reconstruct the Massachusetts 
university system. He 
explained that some of the state 
schools are not as necessary as 
they were in the past. Two or 
three schools that basically spe¬ 
cialize in the same subject areas 
and are closely located could be 
co nsolid ated into one large 
school that could be better fund¬ 
ed as one rather than three. He 
believes that the Massachusetts 
higher education system, 
including universities, state col¬ 
leges and community colleges 
should be reorganized into 
something like the two tiered 
California university system. 

Its been decades since the 
system has been restructured 
and while President Hogan 
believes it is time, he also feels 
if Weld’s administration does 
not look at the system in the 
next six months, he is afraid

According to Bruce W. 
Akashian, the Skills Center 
Director for the City of Lowell, 
the number of unemployed in 
the area has jumped from 7,340 
in December of 1989 to nearly 
11,000 this past December. This 
decrease in job availablity has 
not left the students at the Uni¬ 
versity of Lowell untouched. 

Stephen Coco, a Criminal 
Justice majv.r slated to graduate 
in 1994, has felt the recession 
strongly. “I don’t know what 
fm going to do,” he said on 
Monday. 

Coco said that he had 
worked as a sailing instructor in 
Lawrence this past summer but 
has not had a job in the six 
months since then and probably 
won’t have a job their next 
summer due to state cut-backs. 
“I just can’t find a job out 


things will stay the same 
throughout Weld’s term. Dur¬ 
ing his campaign, the governor 
said that education was a very 
important issue but currently his 
budget proposal says different¬ 
ly. Weld’s proposals for the 
systems reorganization could 
put the Massachusetts higher 
education system near the bot¬ 
tom of the country in terms of 
funding. President Hogan is 
hoping Weld will turn his atten¬ 
tion to higher education and 
make the necessary changes to 
strengthen the system and help 
ULowell. 

Currently ULowell is one of 
the top ten most expensive state 
schools in the country. UMass 
Amherst is number four. This 
week, an additional $483,000 
was cut from ULowell’s budget 
but President Hogan remains 
optimistic. He said that this 
was the smallest cut ULowell 
has had in the past few years 
and the school can absorb it 
because of the lay-offs, which 
began to take effect this 
semester. President Hogan said 
if that is the only cut of the 
semester, ULowell will be in 
good shape but if a proposed 
10% cut happens, then ULowell 
will be right back where it was 
last November. 

Weld’s budget package will 
be voted on in late February; it 
will be some time in March 
before the state and President 
Hogan will know how all this 
will effect the Massachusetts 
higher education system and the 
University of 
Lowell. 


there.” He also added “if 
tuition increases, I may have to 
consider only going to school 
part time because I won’t be 
able to afford it.” While Presi¬ 
dent Hogan has not announced 
any plans to increase tuition, 
Governor Weld may include an 
increase as part of his state bud¬ 
get package. 

Student Government Sena¬ 
tor Phillip Morris has been 
lucky so far, but is not opti¬ 
mistic about the future. “I see 
future repercussions in a major 
way.” 

Morris shares the cost of his 
education with his parents, but 
the recession has changed the 
wage-earning ability of his 
family when his mother lost her 
job last month. This financial 
problem will be compounded 
next year when one of his 
brothers will be attending John¬ 
son and Wales and his other

With the state of Mas¬ 
sachusetts taking possession of 
the land in December 1990, the 
ULowell expansion project, 
funded by the state, begins with 
the renovation of the Lawrence 
Mills in Lowell near Fox Hall 
and is expected to be complete 
sometime in 1994, according to 
administration officials. 

Thomas Costello, Vice Pres, 
for Technical Resource Devel¬ 
opment at ULowell, told the 
Connector that “the $80 million 
was appropriated in August of 
1988 to be used for purchase, 
renovation, relocation of exist¬ 
ing business, design and new 
construction.” Costello added 
that the project will require “at 
least another $100 million” in 
state funds. 

The additional $100 million 
has not been approved by the 
state legislature yet, Costello 
said, adding that ULowell will 
have to ask the legislature to 
approve the additional funds at 
a future date. 

The new facility will house 
the College of Engineering, the 
Research Foundation, the Com¬ 
puter Science Department, a 
new campus center, a new 
library for Engineering and 
Computer Science students, and 
a student study lounge. 

The Lawrence Mill expan¬ 
sion stems from a state study 
completed in 1987 that conclud¬ 
ed that the university had a one 
million square foot shortfall in 
total space. This is the reason, 
according to Costello, that the 
project has the support of the 
governor and legislature. The 
Engineering department was 16 
times below the national aver¬ 
age in lab space, and even 
though the university expects a 
25% decrease in enrollment 
from now to 1994, the universi¬ 
ty needs the additional space to 


compete, Costello said, adding 
that “this is a reasonable, pru¬ 
dent estimate” of future enroll¬ 
ment. 

Because of a fire at the mill 
complex last year, some build¬ 
ings will have to be totally 
demolished and rebuilt, but 
500,000 sq. ft. remain 
untouched and available to be 
renovated. The total project 
will yield about one million sq. 
feet, when completed, Costello 
said. 

The ULowell expansion is 
occurring in a time of monetary 
scarcity and instability in the 
educational system in state of 
Massachusetts. Governor 
William F. Weld has recently 
proposed as much as a 20 per¬ 
cent increase in tuition. Also, 
in the past, the governor has 
expressed his desire to elimi¬ 
nate the Board of Regents, 
replacing it with a cabinet 
appointee. On Tuesday, Febru¬ 
ary 12, the Boston Globe 
reported that the Chancellor of 
the Board of Regents, Randolph 
Bromery, resigned over a dis¬ 
agreement in philosophy with 
the governor’s education policy. 
Regents Chairman Paul Tsongas 
almost resigned over the issue 
as well, according the The 
Globe. 

When asked how these 
events will effect the mill pro¬ 
ject, Costello said, “I think it’s 
appropriate to look at restruc¬ 
turing the education industry,” 
but added that he supports 
Bromery’s and Tsongas’s deci¬ 
sions. 

Commenting on the current 
state of education, Costello said 
that the media has essentially 
ignored the education problems 
in the state. But Costello had 
stronger criticisms for “The 
Governors”—Gerry Williams, 
Barbara Anderson, and Howie 
Carr—a popular radio talk show 
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on WRKO radio in Boston. 

“The Governors impact on 
the morale of the system . . . 
being called boozers and bums . 

. . creates an aura that every¬ 
thing public is bad; that’s not 
true. Costello said that he has 
not heard the talk show hosts 
offer suggestions to help the 
problem. 

The mill project is only part 
of the total expansion planned 
by ULowell for the next several 
years. An 8,000- seat sports 
complex is the other major pro¬ 
ject planned for the school and 
city. 

Although a student fee 
increase hasn’t been approved 
for the arena project, Costello 
said that the university hopes to 
“find some way to get the state, 
federal, or city to put some 
money into (the arena project).” 
Costello said that the arena will 
help the city of I well in the 
same way the Centrum helped 
Worcester revitalize its econo¬ 
my. “There is no reason (this 
arena project) can’t do the same 
for Lowell.” 

Some students and faculty 
have criticized the administra¬ 
tion for spending large sums of 
money in the Engineering 
department and for sports 
while neglecting the Liberal 
Arts departments. Costello said 
that the university “made a con¬ 
scious decision not to suppress 
or ignore liberal arts . . . but to 
move Lowell to a position 
where it would be recognized 
both regionally and nationally 
as a fine school. It was easier 
to do that by getting all the 
(professional) accreditations.” 

Costello said that once 
recognition of the university 
increases and the budget

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SGA continues debate on 
Connector issue

The second meeting of the 
Student Government Associa¬ 
tion was called to order at 7:40 
on February 6, 1991, with one 
major problem—getting start¬ 
ed. Proper procedure under 
Robert's Rules of Order, which 
the SGA follows, calls for the 
minutes from the previous 
meeting to be read and accept¬ 
ed by a vote of members. 
When Henry Lewis, SGA sec¬ 
retary, read the minutes they 
failed to pass and required 
amendments to be added. 

Geoff Pahl made a motion 
to declare last week’s amend¬ 
ments #10 and #11 as out of 
order and mark motion #9 as 
having passed. The amended 
minutes then passed with a 
vote of 15 in favor, one 
opposed and one abstention. 

Robert’s Rules of Order 
also presented a major problem 
later on in the meeting as the 
issue of the Connector was 
brought up again. Senator 
Peter Anton made a motion to 
remove from the table the 
Connector motion which stated 
“The SGA does support in 
spirit the rights of the 
Connector and the Editorial 
Board and hopes for a quick 
resolution to the problem. We 
do not however, support the 
actions or ideals in the articles 
in question.” The motion to 
remove it from the table 
passed. 

Nancy Svizzero, Activities 

Commission director, stated 

that she feels that “senators 
who are also on the Connector 
and are directly involved 
should not have a vote because 
they are biased.” Bob Etter 
felt that this was a valid point 
and said anyone directly 
involved should in conscience 
abstain. Geoff Pahl, SGA Vice 
President and news editor of 
the Connector, also stated this 
is a “valid point but since 
abstentions count as no votes, 
it could directly effect the 
vote.” 

Patrick Demers stated that 
he is “personally appalled at 
the actions of the ULife office 
since freedom of speech is an 
important cornerstone of the 
U.S.” He also stated, however, 
that the actions of the 
Connector was “irresponsible 
journalism.” 

Finally, in an attempt to 
settle this whole situation Sen¬ 
ator Dave Grinblatas made a 
motion to withdraw the origi¬ 
nal Connector motion. This 
quickly passed in a vote of 12 
in favor and five abstentions. 

However, in the section of 
the meeting titled new busi¬ 
ness, senator Pete Anton pre¬ 
sented a new motion. This 
stated “The Student Senate 
expresses their disapproval of 
the specific inappropriate 
action taken by the University 
Administration against the 
Connector’s editorial board. 
The Senate is making no 
judgement on the Connector 
issue.” 

Senator Patrick Demers added 
a friendly amendment to this 
which stated “The Senate is 
making no judgement on the 
Connector editorial opinions.” 
When this entire motion was 


put to a motion to move it to a 
vote it failed. 

In another attempt to 
resolve the situation Peter 
Anton made a motion to sus¬ 
pend Robert’s Rules of Order 
to “allow more free discussion 
to those who are unhappy “ 
This motion passed with a time 
limit of twenty minutes set by 
SGA President Tom Winston. 

Pete Anton and Patrick 
Demers quickly took a poll of 
the Senators to see who actual¬ 
ly was in favor of the motion 
about the Connector. Surpris¬ 
ingly enough everyone was in 
favor of the motion. 

Robert’s Rules of Order 
were reinstated. President Tom 
Winston, however, was furious 
by this time. “What we have 
done for the last half hour is an 
absolute obscene joke!” stated 
Winston “For 25 minutes we 
worried about the idiot 
Robert’s Book. It was used as 
a weapon!” Tom feels that the 
book should only be used to 
make the meeting run smooth¬ 
ly and cautioned the senators 
that from now on they should 
not worry so much about it 
because it wastes time. 

Finally the motion was put 
to a vote and it passed with 
thirteen in favor and three 
abstentions. Geoff Pahl stated 
“On behalf of Patty Janice and 
myself I want to thank the sen¬ 
ate for its decision to take the 
Editorial Board’s side.” 

In other new SGA Busi¬ 
ness, Henry Lewis, secretary, 
requested to have an assistant 
secretary appointed to help him 
with the work load. Geoff Pahl 
nominated Freshman senator 
Stephan Anstey who felt he 
had “a lot of new ideas for 
Henry and to make it a lot eas¬ 
ier for Henry.” Phil Morris 
nominated Mike Choquette 
who is finishing his second 
year as senator and “this will 
help in the direction of running 
for executive board.” By 
secret ballot Mike Choquette 
became the new SGA Assistant 
Secretary. 

The arena project was also 
discussed. Tom Winston said 
that the university does not 
know if the project will be 
completed. With an estimated 
cost of $30 million, construc¬ 
tion would not start until 1993 
and would not be completed 
until 1994 or 1995. 

Senator Steve Anstey 
informed the senate that the 
Pizza Hut will soon be coming 
to ULowell. He also said that 
Tim Lloyd is interning with 
Susan Rourke if anyone needs 
to get in touch with her. 

In the President’s Report, 
Tom Winston said that the 
meeting with President Hogan 
about increasing student work¬ 
ing hours on campus has been 
postponed. He still doesn’t 
have a completed list of sena¬ 
tor’s for the Spring semester. 
The food service contract is up 
for bid. A five-student com¬ 
mittee has been formed to 
review the bids of the three 
companies involved. ARA, the 
current food service is one of 
the bidders. 

The Trustee’s Report was 
given by Patrick Demers. He 
informed the SGA of union

brother will be going to St 
John's High School in Shrews¬ 
bury. Both of these schools 
have a higher tuition cost than 
ULowell. 

“I’ve had problems making 
ends meet for three years so it 
hasn’t been any worse for me 
lately,” said one work study stu¬ 
dent who pays for her education 
with the assistance of grants. 
“Paying the rent and buying 
food” have been her biggest 
concerns. She said she is opti¬ 
mistic about her future because 
of the skills she has picked up 
while attending the university . 
She wished to remain anony¬ 
mous. 

Industrial Technology 
major John Kay is not as wor¬ 
ried as other students. “I feel 
pretty buffered because I’m in 
school,” he said. “I know a lot 
of people who can’t find jobs 
around here.” 

“A few months ago I 
couldn’t Find a job,” said Unde¬ 
clared Liberal Arts major Greg 
Botti. Botti said that he pays for 
his own schooling and found a 
job a month and a half ago 
working at Burger King. He 
said that he would definitely 
not be working there if he could 
find another job. 

Akashian said last week that 


Botti’s problem is not uncom¬ 
mon today. “The young college 
grads are taking jobs not in 
their major just to survive,” he 
said. 

He went on to say that since 
so many people are out of work 
they are willing to take jobs 
that would normally have been 
filled by college students. Col¬ 
lege students are left to take on 
jobs that would otherwise have 
been filled by students still in 
high school. “Everyone’s pretty 
much moved down a notch. 
The youth who dropped out of 
school are really having a tough 
time of it,” he said. 

Graduating seniors can also 
expect difficulties finding work. 
Earl Baidy, an Electrical Engi¬ 
neering senior who works in the 
Placement Office, said last 
week that businesses are not as 
interested in college graduates 
today as they were several 
years ago. “There’s been a defi¬ 
nite decline,” Baidy said. “The 
most popular major right now is 
Plastics Engineering. Everyone 
else has dropped off.” 

Professor Nick R. Schott, 
head of the Department of Plas¬ 
tics Engineering at U.Lowell, 
explained on Tuesday that the 
plastics field is still hiring 
because the industry itself is 
diversified with plastic produc¬ 
ers in each state although 
“some states are more endowed 


with it than others.” 

Packaging, defense, resin 
producers, medical equipment 
producers and computer com¬ 
ponents manufacturers across 
the country have increased their 
need for plastics Schott said. 

“There are only a half 
dozen schools that offer plastics 
education,” Schott said.

Carol Dine's poems have appeared in Yankee , Women's Review 
of Books , Spoon River Quarterly and Kalliope. She is the author of 
a book of poetry. Naming the Sky , which was published by Golden 
Quill Press in 1988. I recently had the opportunity to speak with 
Ms. Dine about the upcoming conference, her teaching, and her 
writing. 

Unlike many writers, Ms. Dine did not suffer through a long 
period of rejection. In fact, her poetry was first published in the 
Boston Globe when she was a child. After that, she did not write 
poetry again until she was thirty. She had been in the communica¬ 
tion field prior to that with a Master of Science in Public Relations. 

Ms. Dine's writing became more and more important to her and 
she felt she needed to change jobs; she became an English instruc¬ 
tor. She entered teaching by substituting (and wrote a poem about 
this), then worked at a community college, and now teaches at 
Suffolk University and teaches poetry workshops in Marblehead. 

We talked about the importance of workshops and conferences 
for writers. Ms. Dine believes workshops help writers to improve 
their work and give writers the chance to share ideas and experi¬ 
ences with others. She also emphasized this component of interac¬ 
tion with other writers in reference to the conference. She said she 
has attended many conferences as a participant and also as a 
speaker. 

On Sunday afternoon at the University of BLowell's conference, 
Ms. Dine will discuss and demonstrate the integration of poetry, 
choreography, and music. She will be working with dancer Caryl 
Sickul with whom she ha^performed for ten years. Although they 
often do work alone, Ms. Dine says she feels less isolated when 
they work together and that they grab the chance to work together 
whenever they can. She does not write poetry for music or dance, 
but for the art itself. She says, however, that the music and dance 
"gives the poetry motion, another dimension." 

When I asked about her writing habits, Ms. Dine said she now 
believes in scheduling her writing. There was a time when she 
tried to write between laundry and phone calls, but this did not 
prove conducive to writing. After spending residencies at Yaddo 
and the Millay Colony, Ms. Dine feels all writers need a quiet place 
and a specific time to write. 

Now, Ms. Dine works in the Writer's Room of Boston where she 
writes three days a week for four each day. She says she urges her 
students to write at least one day a week for a solid amount of time. 


She said the library or a quiet 
room works fine. 

The actual writing process is 
solitary, but, according to Ms. 
Dine, writers need to have a 
group of writer friends in order 
to "feel their energy and feel 
connected to their triumphs." 
The University of Lowell con¬ 
ference gives people the chance 
to meet other writers, make 
contacts, and hear practical 
things writers have to say about 
writing. Participants will also 
have the opportunity to read 
their work at open readings. 
For an extra fee, authors will be 
available to critique 
manuscripts. Carol Dine will 
be one of the poets available 
for manuscript conferences.

To be or not to be ... whether tis nobler to film Hamlet with an actor who will draw an audience, or 
with an actor who can handle the part. That was the question director Franco Zeffirelli (best known for 
Last Tango in Paris) must have asked himself when casting Hamlet. He opted for the box-office-draw 
charisma of Mel Gibson (best known for such cinematic masterpieces as Lethal Weapon and Mad 
Max). 

Although Gibson does a much better job than most people probably thought him capable, his perfor¬ 
mance is flawed. His strength lay in any scene in which he is required to show physical anger. His 
manic scenes are his best — with the final duel with Laertes being his zenith. When he is calm or rela¬ 
tively happy, Gibson is flat — flatter than those horrible Hamlet tapes you listened to in high school. 
His most disappointing scene is when he is pretending to be mad for the love of Ophelia for the benefit 
of the spying King, Queen, and Polonius. Gibson has the ability to play a scam scene -- it is one of his 
strengths. It’s a mystery why he doesn't pull this one off. 

Helena Bonham-Carter, on the other hand, is absolutely stellar as Ophelia. She is the perfect obedi¬ 
ent daughter, sweet, observant. And eerily haunting as the pathetic waif driven over the edge of her 
sanity by the death of her father. Her facial expression is so exquisite— even out-shining the seasoned 
expertise of Glenn Close. This actress has quite a career ahead of her. 

Close’s Gertrude is an oddly sympathetic character. In her lust for Claudius she appears completely 
oblivious to her hideous crime, yet she is at the same time acutely sensitive to the mental anguish suf¬ 
fered by Hamlet over his father s death.. While disconcerting, without this sensitivity, her confession 
scene in the bedroom would never have worked. Close adds a bizarre Oedipal twist when she kisses 

Hamlet passionately in the heat of the confrontation. 

The production gains its polish from a sterling performance by 
veteran Shakespearean actor Paul Scofield as the ratty, meddling, 
manipulative Polonius. Scofield's performance is not a disappoint¬ 
ment to those of of us who saw him in Henry V - last year's Oscar- 
winning Shakespearean offering from Kenneth Brannagh. 

The final scene is absolutely perfect. It is paced exquisitely, with 
enough breaks in the action to allow you to catch your breath 
before you lose it again as another battle begins. It is here, finally, 
when Gibson becomes Hamlet - angry, insane, reckless, humorous; 
he winks at his mother in the heat of competition. And as she raises 
the poisoned chalice meant for her son, the scene nearly explodes 
the tension is so taut. 

Hamlet is a great film. It's got it's flaws — it stretches Gibson's 
acting ability to it’s limit, and it is guilty of going for the big-name 
actors rather than those with the proven ability to carry the role. 
But I'd rather see an actor reaching for new heights and depths in 
his craft - and not quite making it - than see him slumming once 
again through a role he has played a million times. 

Shakespeare brought to the silver screen twice in two years. Dare 
I hope that Hollywood is for once assuming someone out there has 
an IQ above her shoe size?

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Cinderella shrew

After dancing with hat and 
cane over his last three movies, 
Joseph Ruben has slipped on a 
banana peel. In those three fea¬ 
tures (Dreamscape, The Stepfa¬ 
ther, True Believer) Ruben 
revealed a sharp-eyed sense of 
film craft and brought justice to 
a wonderful trio of screenplays. 
Sleeping with the Enemy is 
Ruben’s new film, and it has his 
craftiness. But his direction is at 
the mercy of a crippled script, 
and he barely manages to pull it 
off. Ronald Bass is the culprit 
here, basing his screenplay on 
Nancy Price’s novel (which 
wasn’t that good in the first 
place) and managing to under¬ 
write both the mechanics of its 
plot and two of its main charac¬ 
ters. Given the novel’s few 
characters and one-note narra¬ 
tive, Bass’ screenplay is a spec¬ 
tacular blunder. 

New Englander Laura Bumey 
(Julia Roberts) is fed up with 
her abusive husband (Patrick 
Bergin), and does what anyone 
else would do: she fakes her 
own death, dons a wig, flushes 
her wedding band down the toi¬ 
let and hops on a bus for Cedar 
Falls, Iowa. As the bus moves 
through Cedar Falls Square, 
Laura sees three little girls skip¬ 
ping rope and a policeman rais¬ 
ing an American flag, an atten¬ 
dant blue-collar worker nodding 
in approval. And she smiles: a 
face-splitting, 32-toother that’s 
so phony you expect camera 
bulbs to go off all around her. 
Roberts continues this form of 
jolly liberation throughout the 
entire movie, smiling at any¬ 
thing and everything that 
moves. By the time her new 
drama professor lover (sweet¬ 
faced, ripe foOr “thirtysome¬ 
thing” Kevin Anderson) shows 
her the costume department of 
the theater he works in, and she 


tries on dress after dress, posing 
in front of a three-way mirror 
and giggling at every lovable 
accouterment, you want to hit 
her face with a brick. And yet 
Roberts has the task of carrying 
the movie. Her presence in the 
film is the sole reason millions 
of moviegoers are drawn to the¬ 
aters to witness—what? It 
can’t be her performance; she’s 
never taken an acting class and 
owes her fame to connected 
brother Eric. It must be her 
genetically perfect image, a 
Godsend to the industry. Most 
mainstream movies are geared 
to the entertainment level of a 
twelve-year-old; Roberts is a 
preteen boy’s fantasy: the full¬ 
lipped librarian goddess with 
little-girl spunk. 

Plot points are sloppy. Laura 
removes her wig when moving 
into Cedar Falls but dresses up 
as a man to visit her blind 
mother in a nursing home (and 
actually worries that her mother 
won’t recognize her). She rents 
a home, renovates it, and stocks 
her cabinets with food—all on 
a part-time librarian’s salary. 
And it’s never explained why 
she stops the professor’s sexual 
advances (she probably hated 
being upstaged). 

Bass’ script is extremely gen¬ 
erous to Martin Burney, the 
abusive husband. And with the 
way Patrick Bergin plays him, 
he’s the sole reason to see this 
picture. Bass gives him a lot 
more responsibility (in the book 
he was a balding, alcoholic 
computer salesman; here he’s a 
sleek investment banker) and a 
self-awareness: he knows he’s 
in control. Supreme happiness 
for him is coming home from 
work to an immaculate house 
and an immaculate wife who 
will be either his mother or his 
sex slave, depending on his 
mood. He’s the star of his own 
TV show: hardworking hubby 


brings home the bacon and 
basks in the luxury of his doting 
family unit—he even has his 
own theme music. His cruel 
treatment of Laura is merely a 
formality to serve a greater 
good (his happiness) and the 
way he sees it, what’s wrong 
with that if he always says he’s 
sorry? Martin’s ability to charm 
total strangers is an outgrowth 
of whatever macho wavelength 
he’s on. When he visits Laura’s 
mother under the guise of a 
policeman (coaxing information 
from her about Laura’s where¬ 
abouts), he speaks on Laura’s 
behalf and of himself as a threat 
to her. He convinces her enough 
that she offers her opinion of 
Martin: “He’s a crazy man.” 
Bergin’s reaction to that line is 
the finest moment in the movie. 

The audience for this movie is 
largely feminine. Women are 
flocking to it in packs of ten 
and twenty. Men, unless they’re 
on a date, are staying away. 
Despite the horrid writing, 
women are in tune with 
Roberts. They smile with her, 
wince with her, and (although 
Ruben doesn’t advocate screen 
violence) applaud her violent 
defiance. This applause is much 
more personal than that of the 
kung fu in “Misery”. It’s a 
“That’ll teach you” message 
directed towards all the snakes 
in the grass women put up with 
all their lives. But there’s a 
twist to that. By giving whole¬ 
some Julia Roberts a gun the 
filmmakers are cashing in on 
something I’ll call the Cinderel¬ 
la Shrew device. In exploitation 
films it’s always (and only) the 
virgin who, in the end, lets her 
animal instincts run wild (she 
either kills the mad slasher, 
wantonly loses her virginity, or 
both). The audience—the 
female audience—of Sleeping 
with the Enemy is applauding a 
male fantasy.

This weekend marked the debut of Jesus 
Christ Superstar , performed by members of La 
Canaille Dramatique. The group (based in Low¬ 
ell), was formed just prior to this production, yet 
they did themselves proud, selling out all three 
shows and receiving standing ovations. 

Despite the late start and shaky overture, the 
show moved along fairly well. The cast was 
energetic and enthusiastic, keeping the audience 
well-entertained. Especially noteworthy was Carl 
Ayotte as the compassionate and long-suffering 
Jesus, and Edwin M. Milham as Pontius Pilate, 
the leader trapped by Christ’s destiny. Michael J. 
Cashman as the clownish King Herod had the 
crowd in stitches as he began his “King Herod’s 
Song” by exclaiming “JESUS CHRIST!” John 
L. Pompei was a somber and ominous Caiaphas 
with his deep bass voice and dark, threatening 
looks: 

The chorus, although awkward in staging at 
times, provided good backup vocals to the main 
players. They took advantage of the minimal 
space available to them by staging the number 
“Superstar” in the upper balcony. Bad old Judas 


(that talented, nasty dude) sang lead, and the 
‘Soul Sisters’ garbed in red and gold choir robes 
delivered the powerful main lyric “Jesus Christ/ 
Superstar/Do you think you’re what they say you 
are?” 

The choreography, while occasionally unpol¬ 
ished, provided effective support for the onstage 
actions. This was particularly effective during 
“The Temple”, giving a vivid impression of 
Christ being swamped by those wanting healing 
or aid. 

Costumes were not ornate (there was LOTS of 
long hair to make up for that though!) but gave 
the feel of the character and period. The set was 
simple, consisting of draped white material, yet 
effective when teamed with lighting design. 

The cast and orchestra included many members 
from the ULowell College of Music (both past 
and present). Among those from the school were 
John L. Pompei, Edwin M. Milham, music direc¬ 
tor Scott Matthew Pittman, producer and founder 
Bernard F. Culliton, assistant music director Peter 
Bufano. Also, Adam Kelly, Robert Pittman, 
Christine Medeiros, Nancy Pittman, Jeff Buck- 
ridge, Karen Ingrid Westphalen, Meghan O’Mal¬ 
ley, Daniel Abraham, John DiThomas, Susan 
Chanen, Robert Fleming and John Adams. 

Congratulations to La Canaille Dramatique on 
their accomplishment. While the group’s pro¬ 
duction of “Jesus Christ Superstar” is over, be 
sure to look out for La Canaille in the future: their 
next production is to be two one-act operas.

Walk America with the March of Dimes 


Dear Students: 

The March of Dimes Birth 
Defects Foundation will be holding 
the Greater Lowell Walk America 
on Sunday, April 28, 1991. This 
annual Walk-a-thon is the March of 
Dimes’ biggest fundraiser with over 
one million people walking in 
1,300 cities and towns nationwide. 

Since its founding over 50 years 
ago, the March of Dimes has led 
the way in research and education 
to find out why birth defects occur, 
to improve prenatal education and 
health care, and to develop treat¬ 
ments for birth defects.

How many of you have 
voted in those spring elec¬ 
tions for people you have 
never heard of, and have 
never heard of again?

They become 
part of the invisible work 
force of the Student Govern¬ 
ment. The Student Govern¬ 
ment is a group for and by 
the students of the universi¬ 
ty. They serve as the voice 
and instrument of the stu¬ 
dent body, bringing com¬ 
plaints and ideas to the 
administration, protecting 
the rights of the student 
body, and promoting under¬ 
standing and cooperation 
between the students and 
other state and national bod¬ 
ies. 

Student government also 
promotes and sponsors 
social and cultural events for 
the benefit and enjoyment of 
the student body. This 
includes everything from 
club activities, to organizing 
rallies, to planning and run¬ 


ning spring carnival. 

The Student Government is 
broken up into three main 
groups, the Student Senate, 
the Activities Commission, 
and the Student Court. The 
Senate is responsible for 
addressing any student prob¬ 
lems or concerns, allocating 
funds to various organiza¬ 
tions, overseeing smaller 
groups, and representing the 
body of the Lowell to other 
bodies. 

The Activities Commission 
is responsible for providing 
students with the They plan 
concerts, shows, dances, and 
is the main force behind 
spring carnival. 

The Student Court acts as 
the group that keeps it all 
together, making sure the 
other groups are doing their 
jobs, and following their 
own rules. Together it forms 
a large group of people all 
working for the interests of 
the student body. 

Okay, so what does all this 
have to do with you? The 
purpose is two-fold, first to 


make you aware of this 
resource you can use if you 
have problems dealing with 
the university, or are unhap¬ 
py with the university, or are 
unhappy with the type or 
number of events that appear 
on campus, or just have 
some idea you think will 
improve life here for all stu¬ 
dents. All you need to do is 
call ext 5004, send a letter to 
our office in Fox 412 or stop 
by. 

The second part is to 
inform you that if you want 
to become part of this group, 
there are positions open in 
all three groups and inter¬ 
views are being set up to fill 
those positions. You don’t 
have to be a political science 
major, you just have to want 
to get involved in making 
the university a better and 
more enjoyable place. You 
can pick up a copy of the 
application at the Student 
Information Centers, or the 
SGA offices.

The University of Lowell 
Women’s Basketball team 
earned their ninth and tenth 
conference victories this past 
week with wins over Franklin 
Piece, 73-52 and Sacred Heart, 
80-50. The squad remains 
undefeated (10-0) and in sole 
possession of first place in the 
New England Collegiate Con¬ 
ference standings. The win 
over Sacred Heart on Saturday, 
their 11th straight victory, 
places this team among ULow- 
ell’s basketball elite. The win¬ 
ning streak is the longest in 
ULowell’s basketball history. 
Two teams held the record at 10 
game, namely, the 1976-1977 
women’s team and the 1987- 
1988 men’s team, who eventu¬ 
ally went on to win the NCAA 
Division 2 crown. 

The Franklin Pierce College 
Ravens kept the game close 
throughout the first-half as the 
31-31 half-time score would 
indicate. The combination of a 
hard-working FPC defense and 
a tentative Lowell offense kept 
the outcome in doubt during the 
first 20 minutes of action. 
FPC’s 6-1 center Vicki Carlisle, 
the Ravens main scoring threat, 
was able to capitalize on the 


less-than-aggressive first-half 
Lowell rebounders. Freshman 
center Paulette Milne provided 
some much needed spark off 
the bench. Milne scored 6 of 
her 8 points during a 4 minute 
stretch in the first-half. 

After the break, FPC’s 
Carlisle hit for two giving her 
team their last lead at 33-31. 
The Lady Chiefs rattled off 18 
straight points, never looking 
back. Sophomore center Dar¬ 
lene Ciarcia came alive in the 
second-half both offensively 
and defensively. Ciarcia 
poured in 10 of her 13 points 
during the second-half of play. 
Sophomore forward Jennifer 
Morrison, was a force through¬ 
out the game with a team high 
14 points and 11 rebounds. 

On Saturday, the Lady 
Chiefs again turned on the heat 
in the second-half to clinch the 
win. Upset-minded SHU bat¬ 
tled back from an 11-point first- 
half deficit to tie the game 33- 
33, at the half. Coach Kathy 
O’Neil must have some inspira¬ 
tional locker room speech for 
her team who again were on 
fire after the break. The Chiefs 
outscored their opponents 47- 
17 in the final 20 minutes of 
play to clinch their 11th straight 


victory. Ciarcia led the cause 
with 24 points followed by 
Morrison and junior Cathy 
Rhuda, 12 and 11 points, 
respectively. 

Senior forward Rosalyn 
Worsley has led the Chiefs in 
scoring 13 out of 23 games. An 
all-court player, the 5-9 Wors¬ 
ley can play the point but sees 
most her minutes as a starting 
forward. The 1990-91 co-cap¬ 
tain holds several school 
records including most points 
scored in a game, most points 
scored in a season, best free 
throw percentage and all-time 
leading scorer. Sophomore 
center Darlene Orlando-Ciarcia, 
guard Ginger Sanford and for¬ 
ward Jennifer Morrison have 
also held the team-high scoring 
honor in games this season. 

The Chiefs are deep into the 
second half of their conference 
schedule. This season marks 
the first time the Lady Chiefs 
have defeated every NECC 
team at least once during a sea¬ 
son. Thus far. New Haven, 
FPC and SHU have been 
defeated twice by this Chiefs 
squad. The Lady Chief’s next 
home game will be Wednesday 
February 20th against Bridge¬ 
port at 5:30 pm.

Chiefs Drop Two Close Ones

“So close and yet so far” 
should be the new motto for the 
University of Lowell Men’s 
Basketball team. Back on Jan¬ 
uary 19th, the Chiefs lost a tight 
game to Sacred Heart by one 
point. One week later. South¬ 
ern Connecticut’s William 
Mayo hit a 3-pointer at the 
buzzer lifting his team to a 63- 
62 victory over the Chiefs. 
More recently, the team fell to 
Franklin Pierce, who are ranked 
15th in the nationa. division 2 
poll, 80-75. The Chiefs were as 
close as one with less than a 
minute remaining in that game. 
Finally, the Sacred Heart Pio¬ 
neers posted their second victo¬ 
ry over ULowell this season in 
a 89-83 overtime win. The 
Chiefs have proven that they 
can play with the best of the 
NECC (currently, FPC and 
Sacred Heart are on top of the 
conference). Unfortunately, 
this is little consolation to the 
Chiefs, who have slipped to 4-6 
in the NECC standings. 

Lowell’s junior guard Steve 
Lane hit five 3-pointers for a 
team-high 17 points in the loss 
to Franklin Pierce. The teams 
battled throughout the second- 
half in which neither team led 
by more than six. With less 
than a minute remaining and 
Lowell down by four. Lane hit 
a three-pointer in traffic to pull 
Lowell within one. But, that 


was as close as they would get. 
Four Raven free throws sealed 
the 5-point FPC victory. A.J. 
Hoff and Willie Collins turned 
in fine performances for the 
Chiefs. Hoff scored 15 points 
and grabbed 6 rebounds, while 
Collins, a 6-7 center, contribut¬ 
ed 14 points and 4 rebounds.
